is, of course, no doubt that they will do * 
that—in time. So far, indeed,- are the ports 
from enjoying the promised protection that 
one of them (though not one: specifically 
mentioned in the Act), Arzila to wit, has 
been raided and captured by a Berber chief, 
evidently inspired by examples of the same 
sort, some weeks ago, at Casablanca and at 
Mogador. The arrival of the inevitable Rasi- 
uli on the scene, however, just in time to 
take over the town from the inhabitants, 
who had risen against their captor and eap- 
tured him, means, as the “Times” correspon- 
dent at Tangier points out, that he will 
now “boss” the neighbourhood of Arzila 
as he already does that of Tangier. Rais- 
uli is, in fact, the only executive power 
in Northern Morocco; the Makhzen is too 
inept and too corrupt, and the Powers are 
powerless—thanks to the jealousies which 
prolong the present anarchy by forbidding any 
initiative to any one of them. The despatch 
of a French cruiser, the inevitable “Jeanne 
d’Arc,” and a Spanish gunboat, to Arzila, with 
theamiable intentionof restoring European pres- 
tige and protecting European interests must be 
rather at a discount ; but of course they can do 
nothing of permanent value when they get 
there, even if Raisuli were to leave anything 
for them to do. If the spirit of the Maid of 
Orleans hovers over the vessel which bears her 
name, that patriotic shade should be consider- 
ably astonished at modern methods of dealing 
with international difficulties, for Jeanne, in 
her time, had a much shorter way of dealing 
with our English forefathers in France. Thanks, 
however, to Raisuli we may probably take it 
that few, if any, throats will be cut in Arzila, 
and there, as elsewhere, things will settle down 
again into comparative tranquillity—until next 
time. These exploits of the Berber chieftains 
are really only border raids : they do not leave 
any permanent effect behind them, 

So much for the situation on the Atlantic 
seaboard and in the vicinity of Tangier—seat 
ofthe august, if quite inept, deliberations of 
the representatives of the Powers which have 
signed the General Act (hitherto followed by | 
nothing but general inaction) of Algeciras. 
There is, however, another side to the picture 
—and to Morocco. On the Eastern, or Alge- 
rian frontier, there is more serious prospect of 
trouble. Encouraged by the German veto upon 
French pretensions in Morocco, the marabouts 
of Tafilet, and their brethren all along the 
shadowy frontier line, have been stirring up 
the tribesmen to resume the exhilarating game 
of skipping across the border on raiding expe- 
ditions, which game had been pretty well 
terminated by the French occupation of Figuig 
and by the personal influence of that 
very. capable officer, General Lyautey. Now, 
however, things have come to such a pass 
that the French Government has been com- 
pelled to order General Lyautey to repress 
vigorously all. attempts at aggression, but 
to “refrain carefully from taking any offen- 
sive measures,” M, Clemenceau evidently 
does not’mean to burn his fingers in Morocco, 
if he can help it, and his Foreign Minister, 
M. Pichon, is optimistic enough to be unable _ 


‘| to see ‘what embarrassment can arise for us 


in the Morocco question.” One would have 
thought there was enough already, for Morocco 
is more in evidence than ever 48 40 Open 
sore in the side of the French position in 
Algeria, Furthermore, it must not be forgotten 
that thé general anarchy in Morocco, and par- 
ticularly the recrudescence of the spirit of 
fanaticiant’ on the eastern frontier thereof, 
are bound to have their repercussion all over 
North Africa. Even if we assume that there 
has been a good deal of exaggeration in the 
accounts of recent events, the inflated reports 
may be quite as mischievous in fomenting 
Moslem fanaticism as if they were strict truth. 
And this is a matter which does not by any 
means concern France alone: England, by 
virtue of her position in Egypt, is almost 
equally involved, as recent happenings in the 
Nile Valley have shown us very significantly. 
The two great Mohamedan Powers stand side 
by side (and fortunately shoulder to shoulder) 
in this matter. Which being so, it is of 
urgent importance that the Act of Algeciras 

be not only promptly ratified, but forthwith 

put in execution, and, furthermore, that the 

Foreign Otfice should let it be known to 

whomsoever it may concern that, over and 

above the policing of the ports, the British 

Government intends to give France all pos- 

sible moral support in any measures she may 

deem necessary for the complete and final 
pacification of the Algerian frontier of Morocoo,

A. REMARKABLE’ DISCOVERY. 


TREATY OF RAMESES IL. - 


(Gazette’s Special Service.) 


~ Loxpon, Thursday. 


One of. the most important archeological 
discoveries that have been made in regard to 
the early history of the Egyptians in reference 
to their relations with. tureign Powers has jast 
been announced, The German Archeological 
Exploration Expedition in Asia Minor, the 
members of which have been conducting exten- 
sive excavations at Boghsz Keni, have alighted 
upon some-most valuable records of the Hittite 
people, who are supposed, with good reason, 
to be the forefathers of the-present Armenian 
race. Among this treasure-trove is a series of 
archives dealing with the relations of the 
Hittite Empire to Egypt. The finds also 
include a duplicate copy of the celebrated 
treaty made by Khetasar, the Hittite King,. 
with Rameses II. (1272 B.C.), which is the 
earliest international treaty known to history, 
The treaty’s text is engraved in cuneiform 
characters on a-silver tablet, as stated in the 

| Egyptian version. 


In connection with the above telegram, the 
following excerpt from Dr. Breasted’s “History 
of Egypt” will prove of interest :— 
Metel'a, the Hittite king, either died: in 
ttle or at the hands of a rival, and his. 

succeeded him upon the: 
who may have had quite 
enongh to do at home to maintain himself 
withoot carrying on a dangerous war with 
Rame-:es for the possession of northern Syria, 
proposed to the Pharaoh a permanent peace 
and a treaty of alliance. In Rameses’ twenty- 
firat year (i272 3B.c.) Khetasar’s messengers 
bearing the treaty reached the Egyptian Conrt, 
now in the Delta, as we shall see later. ‘I'he 
treaty. which they bore had of course been 
drafted in advance and accepted by repre- 
‘sentatives of the two countries, for it was now. 
in its final form. It contained eighteen para- 
graphs inecribed on a silver tablet, surmounted 


by a representation showing engraved, or}. 


inlaid, figures of “Satekh embracing the 
likeness of the great chief of Kheta” ; and of 
a goddess similarly embracing the figure of 
Khetasar’s queen, Potokhipa; while beside 
these were the seals of Sutekh of Kheta, Re of 
Eruen, as well as those of the two royal per- 
sonages. [tis to be-supposed that the Hittite 
King received a similur copy of the docament 
from Ratneses. This earliest surviving inter- 
national treaty bore the title: “The treaty 
which-the great chief of Khet&a Khetasar, the 
valiant, the son of Merasar, the great chief of 
Kheta, the valiant, the grandson of Seplel, the 
great chi-t of Kheta, the valiant, made, opon 
a silver tabiet for Usermare-Setepnere(Rameses 
II), the great roler of Egypt, the valiant, the 
son of Seti I, the great ruler ct Ezypt, the 
valiant ; the grandson of Rameses ‘I, the great 
ruler of Evypt,"the valiant ; the good treaty of 
peace and of brotherbood, setting peace b3- 
tween‘them fr ever.” 

It then proceeded to review the. ‘former 
relations between the two obuntriss, passed 
then to a general definition of the present 
pact,.and thas to its speciel stipulations. Of 
thése the most important,were :; the renuncia- 
tion by both ralers of all projects of conquest 
against the other, the reaffirmation of the 
former treaties existing between the two 
countries, a defensive alliance involving the 
arsistance of each against the other's’ tues : 
co-operation in the chastivement ot delinquent 
subjects, probably in Syria; and the extra- 
dition ot political fagitives and immigrants. 
A codicil provides for the humane treatment 
of these last. A thourand gods and goddesres 
of the land of Hittiter, and the same number 
from the land of Egypt are called upon to 
witness the compact ; some of the more im- 
portant Hitti‘e divinities being mentioned by 
the names of their cities. The remarkable 
docoment closes with a curse on the violators 
of the treaty and a blessing upon those who 
should keep it ; or would logically so close 
save that the codicil already mentioned is 
here attached. Rameses immediately had a 
copy of the tresty engraved on the walls of 


THE EGYPTIAN GAZMTTE, 
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KING'S BIRTHDAY. 


PARADE OF CAIRO GARRISON. 


The usual King’s Birthday parade of the 
Army of Occupation was held on Abdeen 
rqnare, Cairo, at half past nine this morning 
in splendid weather. A large nomber of specta- 
tors were present, includirg the Ministers, 
Lady Cromer, and the Hon. Evelyn Baring, 
and nearly all the principal officials of thie. 
Government. 

The troops were in position by 9/20 a.m. and 
afforded a fine spectacle. They were formed tp: 
in the square as follows :—on the west side 
were the “U” Battery of tho Roysl Horse 
Artillery and the 6th [nnickilling Dragoons ; 
and on the soath bide were the Mounted 
Infantry, 2ad Company:Royal Eogineers, -8rd 
Battalion Coldstream Guards, 1st Battalion 
‘Lancashire Fasiliers, 2nd Battalion Royal In- 
niskilling Fusiliers, and the 2ad Royal Berk- 
shire Regiment. 

Special detachments of police were told off 
to keep the roads clear for the troops and the 
carriages, for which tickets of admission to th 
Square had been obtained, and order was. se 
well kept that there was no difficalty or 
trouble, despite the !arge numbers of ticket- 
h , and the crowds of inqairing onlookera, 
who, niwch to their disgust, were kept’ in. the 
-backgrouad. 

Lord Cromer arrived from. the Agency at 
half-past nine, escorted. by:a bodyguard formed 
by the Military Moosted Police, and ‘his 
arrival was. greeted. by. the- hoisting. of. the. 
Royal Standard, while the bands played “God 
Save.the King.” A salate was also given on 
the arrival of Mustapha Pasha Fehmy, who 
represented the Khedive. 

After conversing briefly with Major-General 
Bullock, Lord Cromer drove along the ranks 
and inspected the troops. At the end*ot the 
inspection the guns from the’Citadel could be: 
heard thundering out the salute, the National 
Anthem was again played, and'the troops then: 
gave vent to three lusty British cheers. 

Next came the march-past, when Lord: 
Cromer took the salute, and the ceremony was 
brooght to conclusion by the trooping of the

It will be noticed that the treaty nowhere 
refers ‘to. the boundary recognised by both 
countries in Syria; and we can only suppose 
thatit may have been contained in one of the 
eatlier treaties resflirmed byit. It is difficult 
to form an idea of the location of this bonndary. 
Althoogh Rameses penetrated far into Nabarin, 
‘tie, ax we have seen, doubtful whether he was 
able to hold the cor qnests which he made there. 
[tis not.ssfe to sflirm that he had permanently 
advanced the boundary of his father’s kingdom 
in Asia, save probably on the coast, where he 
carved twomore ste’ce on the rocks near Beyront, 
betide that of his fourth year, with which we 
are already acquainted. The Hittite King is 
reengnized in the treaty as on an equality with 
the Pharach and receives the same conditions ; 


but as commonly in the Orient the whole| 17 


transaction was interpreted by Rameses on bis 
monnments as & great triamph for himself, 
and he now constantly designated himself as 
the cor qneror of the Hit'ites. Once consumma- 
ted, the peace was kept, and although it 
it. volved the eacr'fice of Romeses’ ambitions for 
corqaest in Asia, the treaty most bave beon 
entirely satisfactory to both the parties, Thir- 
teen years later (1359 Bc.) the Hittite King 
himself visited Egypt to consummate the

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BUILDING IN KHARTOUM. 


THE USE OF CONCRETE BLOCKS, 


A Khartoum correspondent writes : — 

It would appear that the Sudan, and more 
especialy Khartoum, will in the near fatare 
form a valoable market for substantial building 
tnaterials. For some time past it has been the 
osnal practice here to constract the major 
portion of buildings of sun-dried mud bricks, 
and merely face tke stractare with red brick. 
This style of building is, of course,cheap at first 
cost, bat it has been found to be quite inade- 
quate to withstand the severe climatic condi- 
tions.of the Suden. The roofing tiles used are 
of poor qaality ; the wet gets in and rapidly 
disintegrates the mud bricks. Tha consequence 
is that the cost of upkeek is very higb. Repairs 
are constantly necessary,and after an onusually 
wet season hoases become a positive danger 
to their inhabitants. — ‘ 

For these reasons a revolsion cf feeling in 
favour of more substantial methods of con- 
straction has set in. It is now recognised that 
nothing short of good red brick dr stone, set in 
lime or cement mortar, is equal to withstand. 
ing the rains and storms of our sammer, and 
that these materials are econom’cal in the end. 
The ddaiknd for housing accymmodation is 
rapidly growing. The Government also insist 
on the erection of buildings on sites let by 
them on building leases. Ui f rtunately, labour 
and bricks are very expensive jast now. Bricks 
cost about 303. per 1,090. In fact, building is 
aboot three times as costly here as it is io 
Cairo, conseqnently, the landowners are an- 
xious to find a really. reliable building material 
which has all the merits of masonry, but yet is 
not 80 expensive. 

I would soggest that concrete bloske, pro- 
perly used, would soon supplant bricks and 
even mansonry work. The mechinery neces- 
sary for their manufacture is simple and 
inexpensive. The materials used are not 
costly, and the labour required is of the most 
primitive nature. That concrete is. admirably 
adapted to withstand the climate is witnessed 
by the success of the great engineering works 
on the Nile, in which concrete plays an im- 
‘portant part. I would, however, warn yonr 
readers against the natural Belgian cement 
‘which has lately received the cachet of the 
zyptian Government. ‘Tis is all very wall for 
orade work. It bas been characterised as 
“making a good hard mad,” bat its abnormal 
‘expansion on setting makes it entirely unfit for 
moulding into blocks. Concrete blocks made 
of good materials are very dorable. They 
improve by exposure to the atmosphere, 
and are cheap to maks and erect. In the 
early days they were objected to by some on 
the score of unsightlinese, bat now there is

A statue in bronze of the goddess Isis has 
disappeared from the Lonvre Maseum, Paris, 
and the anthorities are at a loss to ray whether 
it has been carried away by a thief—no simple 
task, fur the statoe waighs over 50lb,—or 
concealed somewhere abont the premises. _ 

For twenty years the goddess has graced 
the Egyptian Hall on the first floor, sharing 
with three other deities the vantage point of 
an elevated chimneypiece. Not ontil Wednes- 
day of last week was her disappearance noted, 
and since thst day continuous and unavailing 
efforts have been made to trace her where- 
abonts. - - 

No great value is set apon the statue, photo- 
graphs of which have now bean distributed 
broadcast among toreign museums with a view 
to its ultimate recovery.

ADULTERATION OF MILK. 

A local chemist writes to “La Réforme” to 
complain about the quality of the milk supplied 
to thepublic at Alexandria. He saya :—'‘'For 
the last month, out cf pore curiosity, I have 
been making, in one of the city hospitals, 
analyées of milk porchased from different 
milkshopr, and the resolt obtained in each 
case has been the same—one part milk, three 
parts pharmacentical matter mixed with water ! 
The analysis of a half-oka of milk gave as a 
result sometimes 1.747, sometimes 2.359 
(maximaom), whilst the minimam quantity, 


for milk of this quality to be anything like 


drinkable, req ires 3.3879 %.” 

It would seem that here wa havea case for 
the sanitary authorities, and we join with our 
contemporary in insisting on the necessity «f 
a proper inspection of the mik shops of the 
towns. Who knows what disease-besring germs 


may not b3 larkiog in the adulterated mixture 


which is supplied as milk to our househo'ds ? 


NATIVE ENGINESRS. 

In his report. apon the steam engine service, 
attached to the Ministry of Paoblic Works, 
Mohamed Anis Pasha, direstor of the Techni 
cal Service, complains of the great difficulty 
that exists in obtaining qualified native engive 
drivers, the great majority of whom are, he 
says, no mechanics, but are often recruited 
from behind the plough with no other qua’ifi- 
cation except knowing how to handle the lever 
when the engine is wanted either to atop or 


‘start. Tha smaller workshops, too, ara a great 


drawback, and do agreat dealof harm. They 
undertake the repair of boilers and machinery, 
not only. without the slightest knowledge of 
their functions, but even. withoot the least 
common sense. Their workmanship, too, in 
nearly all cases is most disgracetal and is 
frequently refuted by the inspectors. This often 
causes complaints from the owners, who have 
only themselves to blame for going to the 
cheaper shops for their repairs ; and, as Mr.

What 
Mr. Sanderson says of our work in Egypt can 
well be applied to ovr efforts at reform in the 
Sudan.
